In that moment of 
terrible excitement It Is easy enough 
to believe that I did not hear every­ 
thing, and I think It very probable he 
did say It, for if I ever saw com misera­ 
tion for another in a m an’s face it was 
in President McKinley’s face as he 
turned that indescribable look upon his 
would be murderer.” 


“I was within five feet of President 
McKinley when he was shot the other 
afternoon,” said Charles J. P. Lucas of 
Cambridge to a reporter of the New' 
York Times. “The scene that followed 
the shooting w us one of pandemonium, 
and the horror of the attem pt to m ur­ 
der the nation's chief was something I 
do not care to go through again.” 
Mr. Lucas Is a prominent athlete of 
Cambridge and was In Buffalo coni ink­ 
ing in the international events at the 
exposition grounds. 
H e wont to the 
Temple of Music to meet the president 
and was only four persons behind Czol- 
gosz, the assassin, in tile line. Mr. Lu 
ens readied home at noon today. 
“The secret service men,” lie contin 
tied, “seemed to linve their eyes on s 
certain man in the line several fee-' 
ahead of Cxolgosz. 
He was a rattier 
hard looking individual, a foreigner it- 
appearance, with unkem pt hair ain* 
beard and a hard look on ids face. 
Se 
cret Service Man Foster moved verj 
close to Hie man and followed him 
along, holding his arm in such a m a n ­ 
ner as would lead one to believe that 
he was going to grab the man. 
Moth 
lug happened, however, and after a 
hearty handshake on the part of tin 
president the man passed on. 
“Next came a woman holding a lit til 
girl by the hand. 
President McKinley 
shook hands with the woman, but Ids 
eyes were riveted upon the light haired 
child, who seemed to have caught his 
eye. H e stooped over In u kindly m an­ 
ner and, grasping the hand of the little 
miss, asked lier name, but her answ er 
was inaudible. 
“All this time a man with his hand 
tied up In a handkerchief, resembling 
a bandage that appeared to lie the work 
of a surgeon, followed. When he came 
within one person of tile president, one 
of the secret service men looked him 
over aud also glanced at tile m an's 
right hand, which was held ncflr the 
region of the diaphragm. 
No ends 
were open in the bandage, tile hand 
being done up iii a m anner t lint would 
lead one to think that it was attached 
to a splint. 
“President McKinley slowly raised 
his hand, as If tired, to grasp th a t of 
tile would be assassin. 
As lie took the 
hand of the foreigner lie raised it to the 
ordinary height in handshaking, and 
as lie did so the man, pressing Ills el­ 
bow close to his side, turned tile m uz­ 
zle of the gun tow ard the president's 
breast and, without the slightest sign 
of anything unusual, fired two shots in 
quick succession. 
“So rapidly w as the deed committed 
that the police, detectives, soldiers and 
every one stood still without moving a 
muscle. 
The crowd did uot have the 
opportunity of venting its feelings, 
however, as the marines and cavalry­ 
men surrounded the man. As the pres­ 
ident sank into a chair, to which he 
was half carried, he was heard to say 
by those wltiiln several feet of bim, 
‘May God forgive him ” 
After the 
shooting I stood near the president for 
several minutes, 
lie bore his suffer­ 
ings with fortitude.”

The home of Leon Czolgosz, tile as 
sa ss in who shot President McKinley, 
in Cleveland aud its environments were 
of just the right sort to encourage ii: 
his rather weak nature the ideas which 
led to the dreadful culmination in But 
fido. 
The home Is a humble one at 30€ 
Fleet street, iii the center of the poor­ 
est section of the Polish colony, and in 
almost every house in the immediate 
neighborhood the red ting of anarchy 
Is the only flag that Is respected. 
Standing within a stone’* throw of 
the Czolgosz borne Is White Eagle hall, j 
the headquarters of the most violent 
group of anarchists in the United 
States aud where murder for several 
years has been secretly and openly ad 
vocated as the only remedy for social 
conditions which prevent true RlM*rty 
as such liberty Is defined by the an­ 
archist. 
The streets, houses, saloons and little 
halls near by reek with the blackest 
sentiments and darkest deeds, and no 
one in the anarchistic group was filled 
with a more bitter hatred of existing 
tilings, rulers aud governments and no 
one has uttered more violent senti­ 
ments against capitalists and the rulers 
of nations among these vicious vipers 
than Leon Czolgosz, Hie assassin, says 
the Newr York Journal. Two years ago 
Paul Czolgosz, the father of Im*ou Czol­ 
gosz, was the proprietor of the White 
Eagle hall. 
He hail run the place for 
several years. 
The hall is now dirty and bare, and ! 
the place is not kept as it was w hen 
Leon Czolgosz acted as janitor and 
looked after the place that he cared 
for more than anything else on earth. 
It is related that Leon slept very o f-j 
ten in the hall where the talcs of blood, 
venom and hatred of the human race 
ran from black lips aud m*1I blacker ! 
hearts, so that he might lie near to the 
spring of vicious sentiments. 
in this place Leon Czolgosz listened 
to the pleas Iii favor of assassination 
from Emma Goldman, aud from the I 
day that she first appeared in White ' 
Eagle hall Leon Czolgosz accepted her 
as the leader of anarchy and placed her 
teachings above nil others. About two 
years ago Paul Czolgosz gave up the; 
saloon and went to live upon a small 
farm 
near Cleveland 
with 
several 
member* of-bis family. 
Lion did not take to work on the ' 
farm any more than he did to work in 
Hie city. Ile sought solitude and seem­ 
ed to be always ill at ease when loathe 
presence of others and particularly 
when strangers were around. He spent 
most of his time alone in the heavy 
woodland studying the pamphlets and 
literature circulated by Emma Gold­ 
man aud other anarchists. 
He was 
naturally u coward aud afraid of his 
shadow. 
He would not fight or defend him­ 
self, and Hie only time that bi' would J 
show any sign of the real temper which 
led him to Buffalo ou his horrible mis* 1 
siou was when his pet ideas of social 
relations w ire attacked. 
During his 
stay In tile country, as he studied the 
doctrines of anarchy in solitude, lie be- j 
came more morose and wore upon ills 
face the expression of uu animal at 
bay. 
Paul Czolgosz has a large family of 
Idrcu. 
Ile is living with his second 
™ wife. Paul Czolgosz, the father of the 
ii'Hussiii, seemed to Im* deeply Impress­ 
ed by the enormity of the crime. 
Ile 
•ald: “I cannot believe that my son 
Leon did this terrible act, although It 
must be true. There cannot be any ex 1 
COM for such a crime, and, although he 
is my son, he ought to be banged. 
“ I do not believe that he did this 
iii I DK of his own accord. He could not 
originate such a crime. He must have 
been Influenced by others and bare 
been sent to do this deed. 
He was a 
good boy. 
He could be easily led. He 
wus a tool of some one having a st run 
ger wind. 
I do not know of the ex­ 
istence of any plot among anarchists 
in which my son was involved. I know 
my sou’s disposition well. 
He is not 
strong and would not think of killing 
any cue unless it was suggested and 
forced upon him in some way that lie 
could not resist.” 
Mrs. Czolgosz talked freely, and aje 
parently there |vas no effort on her 
part to conceal anything in the history 
of her stepson and family. 
’ It must have been two months ago 
that Im*od left home, and the last that 
we heard from bim was that be was In 
Indiana. 
This was about two weeks 
ago, and be wrote that he was going 
far away. 
He did not say where lie 
was going. 
Ile did say that we would 
probably never bear from him again. 
This was strange, of course, but Lcod 
bad the right to go where he liked. 
I 
cannot believe that he is the man who 
shot tile president.” 
When assured that there was no 
doubt that it was her stepson w ho had 
attempted to kill the president aud that 
ne had become nu anarchist through 
the lectures and teachings of Emma 
Goldman and other leaders, she appear­ 
ed to be greatly surprise^. 
“I do not believe,” said Mrs. Czol­ 
gosz, “that Leon was smart enough to 
be interested in these things. Ile never 
read any books on anarchy at home, 
and I do not believe that he could un­ 
derstand them. 
No one ever thought 
Unit Leon was quite right in Ida mind.
